Ottawa, Ont.,, May 8—The Opposition in the Commons today made 


evident the Intention to “get even” with the Grain Growers of the 
west for the support of the latter towards reciprocity When the bill 
incorporating the Grain Growers’ Grain Company, as approved by the 
Senate came before the Commons, Mr, Foster, who was leading the 
Opposition in the temporary absence of Mr. Borden, vigorously op 
posed the Measure. He arguel that the powefts given to the Grair 
Growers were far too Wide and proposed that they be Materially cur- 
tailed or that the bill be refused, 

He declared that the fact that it was the Grain Growers’ he Was 
opposing “did not bother hima bit’ and he thought the government 
should be restricted in its “mad, headlong haste.”’ Ile caustically 
commented that the government better further extend its powers and 
give the Grain Growers’ the power to manufacture members of par- 
liament next session 

Alex. Haggart, of Winnipeg, jollowing, in the same vein, declared 
that the name was now too molist and humble for the associttiot 
He said they ought to be called the “Almighty and All Powerful Grain 
Growers,”’ 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier replying for the government, said no Intere-t 
was prejudiced by granting the Grain Growers what they asked in the 
bill They asked no wider poWersthan they could secure under th 
Companies Act without recourse to Parliament, and what they had 
enjoyed for five yeors under provincial charter It wa according to 
the views of the westérn farmers. He could not see that any bad re 
sult would follow the passing of the bill.
